1. (1) These rules may be called the Central 

Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
(Amendment) Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into 
force on the 1st August, 1969. 

2. In the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service Rules 1969, in rule 19 in sub-rule (7), 
for the words, brackets and figures ‘"from one 
cadre to another cadre under the second proviso 
to sub-rule (1) of rule 11 or under the second 
proviso to sub-rule (2) of that rule or under the 
second proviso to sub-rule (2) of rule 12”, the 
following words, brackets and figures shall be 
substituted, namely 

“from one cadre to another cadre under the 
third proviso to sub-rule (2) of rule 11 
or under the second proviso to sub-rule 
(3) of that rule or under the third, pro¬ 
viso to sub-rule 

(2) of rule 12”.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Central Secretariat Stenographers Service 
Rules, 1962, were promulgated under the proviso 
to Article 309 of the Constitution. These Rules 
came into effect from the 1st October 1962. 

2. The Central Secretariat Stenographers Ser¬ 
vice was reorganised and reconstituted with effect 
from the 1st August 1969, under the Central Sec¬ 
retariat Stenographers Rules, 1969 (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the 1969 Rules) issued under the pro¬ 
viso to Article 309 of the Constitution. 

3. Recruitment to the erstwhile Selection Grade 
and Grade I of the Central Secretariat Stenogra¬ 
phers Service was governed by Rule 11 of the 
1969 Rules and recruitment to Grade II of the 
Service was regulated by Rule 12 of the 1969 
Rules. 

4. These Rules made a provison for appoint¬ 
ment to the said Selection Grade and Grade I of 
the Service from a panel of officers of Grade I and 
Grade II of the Service serving in other cadres 
furnished by the Central Government in the Min¬ 
istry of Home Affairs. Similar provison also ex¬ 
isted in the case of appointments to the erstwhile 
Grade II of the Service under the second proviso 
to sub-rule (2) of Rule 12 of the 1969 Rules. 

5. The Central Secretariat Stenographers Ser¬ 
vice was further reorganised and the following 
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grades were constituted in the Service with effect 
from the 1st of January 1973.

6, While carrying out the amendments to the 
1969 Rules, consequent on the restructuring of the 
Service, amendment to sub-rule (7) of Rule 19 of 
the said 1969 Rules was not carried out inadver¬ 
tently. This omission in correcting the reference 
to the relevant provisos in sub-rale (7) of Rule 19 
of the 1969 Rules was brought to the notice of 
the Department of Personnel and Administrative 
Reforms by the Ministry of Energy, Department 
of Power. On examination, it has been found that 
a reference to the provisos in sub-rule (7) of Rule 
19 needs to be corrected in conformity with the 


amendments made to the 1969 Rules under the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers Service (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1976. Nevertheless, the intcr-sc senio¬ 
rity of the persons concerned appointed to the 
Grades A, B and C of the Service from amongst 
persons of Grades B, C and D of the Service res¬ 
pectively, from other cadres to the new cadres, in 
accordance with the provisions contained in the 
third proviso to sub-rule (2) of Rule 11, the second 
proviso to sub-rale (3) of Rule 11 and the third 
proviso to sub-rale (2) of Rule 12 has all along 
been regulated in the various cadres of the Service 
in accordance with the provisions contained in 
sub-rule (7) of Rule 19 of the 1969 Rules. 

7. In view of the position stated above, the 
amendments to sub-rale (7) of Rule 19 of the said 
1969 Rules are being made retrospectively. 

8. The interests of no one will be prejudicially 
affected by the retrospective effect being given to 
the amendment rules. 
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
